CHARLEVOIX COUNTY — In his 32 - 


years in office, Charlevoix County Sheriff 
George T. Lasater has had the responsibil- 
ity of running a Marine Patrol. Lasater 
designates one or two part-time positions 
to local college students that want to fol- 
low a career in law enforcement. 

Part of the opportunity is to provide stu- 
dents with first hand experience and for 
Marine Officer Ethan Winchester that 
proved to be an understatement. 

On Aug. 17, on Lake Michigan near 
Fisherman’s Island Staté Park, a family of 
six from Chandon, Ohio, hit a reef which 
disabled the steering of their vessel].

BOYNE CITY — Citizens 
are working to preserve the 
1910 water works building and 
to determine the best use for it. 

The 1,000-square-foot build- 
ing located at Division and 
Park streets has been vacant for 
about 20 years and at a meeting 
on Aug. 26, city commission- 
ers stated it should be either re- 
stored to community use or de- 
molished. In earlier times the 
building was a part of the city’s 
water system. : , 

Most area residents who at- 
tended the meeting spoke in 
favor of restoring the brick 
building. Jim Hartwell re- 
searched the history of it when 
he applied for the National 
Register designation.

The windows that are now 
boarded up are one of the 


- building’s most valued fea- 


tures, he said. The architecture 
of the front roof area is Dutch. 
The pressed metal ceiling is 
rarely seen in older buildings. 

Hartwell is part of the cit- 
izens group that is exploring 
the ways and means to preserve 
the building. Cost is a factor to 
consider. 

Mayor Eleanor Stackus who 
wants to demolish the building 
said that the city doesn’t have 
the money to restore it and that 
there are other historical build- 
ings preserved by the city. 


This year’s city budget has:._ 


$10,000 set aside to either sta- 
bilize the building for the 
Winter or to pay for demolition.

EAST JORDAN — City commissioners 
voted to amend the city sidewalk ordi- 
nance that requires residents to construct, 
repair and maintain sidewalks that adjoin 
their property. The unanimous vote was 
taken at a city commission meeting on 
Sept. 2. 

The commission took the action follow- 
ing statements made by Butch Breakey, 
superintendent of the Deparment of Pub- 
lic Works. 

“The last seven years the city has done 
no sidewalk replacement,” Breakey said. 
“Sidewalks and streets haven’t been a 
priority. I don’t know why.” 

Breakey is taking an inventory of city 
sidewalks and he told the commission that 
the.city should start fixing the worst side- 


Sec. 23-27, that reads: 

“Owner’s duty. It shall be the duty of 
the owner of every lot or parcel of land 
within the city to construct, repair and 
maintain sidewalks in accordance with 
city specifications, adjoining such prem- 
ises in a reasonably safe condition and 
convenient for public travel.”

Post Traumatic Stress 
Disorder (PTSD) 
PTSD is diagnostically 
classified as an anxiety 
disorder. Unfortunately, 
PTSD has received 
increased attention over 
that past 8 years as 
military personnel return 
from war. PTSD was first 
indentified under the labels 
of “railway spine” 
referring to victims of train 
crashes and followed by 
“combat neurosis” for 
veterans foliowing World 
War I. However, it was 
not until World War I, the 
‘Korean War, and 
subsequently the Vietnam 
War that psychological 
models began to recognize 
and understand that trauma 
residue was caused by the 
trauma experienced not an- 
underlying “weakness” 
which led to blaming the 
sufferer. Beginning in the 
1980's psychological and 
medical societies began to 
empirically research PTSD 
in an attempt to answer the 
question, why are some 
affected by trauma (3%- 
35% exposed) while others 
seem less affected by 
similar violent intrusions.

The days of booking a flight for a reasonable price and expecting 
the schedule to at least resemble the itinerary you paid for is over. Not 
only are the costs for tickets out of control, which now includes hav- 
ing to pay for your checked luggage, getting to your destination on 
time is turning into a major crapshoot.

Aside from that optimism, the current financial climate is eerily 
reflective of those uncertain years. The blustering denial of this re- 
ality by an insulated minority merely illustrates the growing chasm 
between us. Maybe in another 70 years we will recall this as a time 
of great spiritual growth. Maybe it will result in a shifting of prior- 
ities that will become a precursor to a more benevolent and 
thoughtful world environment. At the very least, maybe it will dis- 
able the tactics of defiance and disdain that have shaped our foreign 
and domestic policies in this new millennium. In the meantime, we 
are obliged to roll with developments that pack the equivalent of a 
one-two punch.

for another child, due to over- 
whelming poverty, lack of food and 
possibly even rape. Often the deaths 
of these women are not reported be- 
cause they live in isolated commu- 
nities with no access to medical help 
and little communication with the 
outside world, 

Madden will tell stories of valiant 
women like Petrona, who lived in 
northern Nicaragua in the center of 


‘the coffee region, who left her home 


at 3 a.m. on a mule with her hus- 
band, Ronaldo. She said goodbye to 
her nine Children, ages two to 14, 
saying she would return soon with a 
new brother or sister. 

In Kuskawas, three hours later, 


she boarded a truck which brought 
her into Matagalpa. She had a 
“transferencia” to present at Casa 
Materna given to her by a nurse at 
the health post, and she would be 
staying at the Casa for the remain- 
ing time of her pregnancy (which 
could be days, or weeks because 
she was not fully sure of her fertile 
- time). As a donation to the Casa she 
brought with her a small bag con- 
‘taining rice beans, and pinol (the 
special com drink used after birth- 
ing). Petrona couldn’t spare more 
because the children at home never 
had enough to eat and were hungry 
‘most of the time because of the 
drought and meager harvest of rice

and corn. However, Ronaldo prom- 
ised to bring a large sack of oranges 
for the Casa when he came to pick 
her up. 

The Casa women welcomed Pet- 

rona where she received food, 
shelter and not only medical atten- 
tion, but participated in daily classes 
on matemal and child care and had 
wonderful belly massages and the 
comfort and companionship of other — 
women. 
_ Madden will tell the story of the 
Casa, a remarkable ray of hope 
which offers loving care to those 
“high risk” pregnant women who 
were in danger of becoming victims 
of the “silent epidemic.”
